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WHAT WOULD YOU DO WITH $10,000? 


Andy Young worked in the Receiving and Marking 
room of the Winnipeg Store. Six months ago he retired. 
At Christmas he sent a letter to his old friends and col¬ 
leagues to wish them well during the New Year. By 
chance we saw what he wrote. Andy began “Just a note 
to thank you and the Company, through you, for your 
kindness to me in the last six months. It has been grate¬ 
fully received, also for the retiring allowance which was 
very generous.” We stopped there. 


Andy had set us to thinking—that some day we, too, 
would retire. In mulling this over in our mind we 
realized we had done very little. As a matter of fact, 
to be frank, we had done nothing at all to provide for 
old age. It was, we said to ourselves, time for action. 
After all we weren’t getting any younger and the more 
we dilly-dally the less we’ll have later. Fresh with our 
resolve to do something, we arranged for an interview 
with Personnel.

What did we want to know? Two things. 
What we could expect from the Company 
and what plans we could personally adopt. 

THE COMPANY'S PART 

The Company will pay us a retirement 
allowance. If, at the age of sixty-five, we 
have worked for the Company for twenty 
years or more, we will receive an allowance 
based on our years of service and the 
amount of our last month’s pay. The min¬ 
imum an employee can get is 50% of his 
final pay cheque multiplied by twenty. II 
he has worked longer than 20 years he gets 
more because for each additional year, to a 
maximum of twenty, he receives an addi¬ 
tional 1%. 

In our case, Personnel explained, if we 
did not receive another cent in salary until 
we were sixty-five—we’re making $200.00 a 
month now—we will receive $3,600.00. How 
did they calculate it? Simple. At 65 we’ll 
have worked for the Company 30 years. 
That means that our allowance would be 
60% of our last month’s pay multiplied by 
30. 

The $3,600.00 will be ours with no strings 
attached. We can ask that it be paid in a 
lump sum or in monthly instalments over 
a period of years. 

If we take it in a single payment we can 
invest it in bonds, in a business or buy up 
an annuity from the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment or an Insurance Company. 

We asked if we could count on the al¬ 
lowance. It is, Personnel said, a definite 
undertaking of the Company which it will 
honour as it does all its contracts. The 
Company is paying to an employee the 
same amount of money under its plan as 
it would contribute to that employee’s 
account in a formal pension scheme. Actu¬ 
ally, it is more, because it is based on the 
final monthly salary and this compensates 
for the interest which the company’s con- 
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tribution would earn in a contributory 
pension fund. 

Personnel then asked us what we were 
doing? What our personal savings program 
was? Assured that our reply would be held 
in the strictest -confidence we told them. 
“Nothing.” As we answered we felt that 
we had been letting ourselves and family 
down. Just as we suspected the night be¬ 
fore when we read Andy Young’s letter. 

ART OF SAVING 

The art of saving is quite a thing, and 
profitable. We learnt that even people who 
are members of a contributory pension 
scheme must save. Each month a pe^ent- 
age of their salary is deducted and placed 
in the fund. They aren’t getting something 
for nothing. 

Personnel offered to help us develop a 
plan of our own. We accepted. 

First they told us how we could invest 
our savings—annuities, bonds, staff savings 
accounts. The last interested us. The rates 
of interest are very generous, better than 
that of banks or of government bonds, or 
those paid by government or insurance com¬ 
panies on annuities. And by a considerable 
margin. That’s not all. If the money is 
left in the staff savings account, you earn 
interest not only on the money you have 
put in but also on the interest which ac¬ 
cumulates each year. Compound interest, 
the accountants and economists call it. 

There is a girl, for instance, earning 
$150.00 a month who saves $25.00 a month. 
An annuity she has purchased costs her 
$15.00 a month and will give her a monthly 
income for life at the age of 55 of $35.00. 
The other $10.00 is deducted from her 
salary at her request and placed to her 
credit in a staff savings account. In 30 
years, on her sixtieth birthday, she’ll have 
put in that account $3,600.00 actual cash, 


but, thanks to current interest rates, her 
balance will be $7,320.00, enough to buy an 
annuity of $48.00 a month. At 60 her re¬ 
tirement allowance—at her present salary 
—will be $2,700.00. So on her retirement 
this girl will have an income of $83.00 a 
month, and $2,700.00 in cash to invest or 
spend as she wants. Actually over $10,000 
in cash plus her $35 a month from her 
annuity. 

And there is a man earning $240.00 a 
month who has developed a plan for him¬ 
self. In his staff savings account he de¬ 
posits $15.00 a month which he intends to 
let accumulate until he reaches the age of 
retirement. Besides this he invests $120.00 
a year in an annuity which will pay him 
$40.00 a month for life. As protection for 
nis family he carries a small amount of life 
insurance. On his sixty-fifth birthday, at 
current interest rates, the balance in his 
staff savings will be $10,980.00. His retire¬ 
ment allowance, after 40 years’ service at 
even his present salary, will be $6,720.00 
giving him a total capital of $17,700.00. Not 
bad on an annual savings of approximately 
10% of his salary. 

DEVELOP A PLAN 

Several other cases were given. We 
listened intently. At the finish we asked 
what we should do. When you’re home 
tonight, we were told, figure out how much 
you can save without crippling your bud¬ 
get; then develop a plan from the infor¬ 


mation you now have, taking into account 
your family and personal needs. If you 
decide, Personnel said, to open a staff 
savings account, with deductions to be 
made from your pay cheque, arrangements 
would be made. 


Just before we left, Personnel reviewed 
our talk. The Company, they said was 
doing its part. The retirement allowance, 
they explained, was better in many ways 
than a contributory pension scheme be¬ 
cause it was more flexible, better geared to 
meeting changing economic conditions. 
And, they said, the Company has been 
doing just that during these last few years 
of high living costs, by giving special con¬ 
sideration to the abnormal conditions. That 
couldn’t be done under any other scheme. 
And there is the personal angle. A person 
isn’t tied down under the retirement allow¬ 
ance plan. He can provide for his retire¬ 
ment according to his own needs. The 
money he will have on retirement will be 
his own to do what he wants with it. 


Now I have a plan. I couldn’t afford to 
save more than 5% of my salary — just 
about what I would have deducted from 
my salary under a contributory pension 
plan. With my savings I’m buying a gov¬ 
ernment annuity to pay me $50.00 a month 
for life, and placing $5.00 a month in my 
staff savings account. And my plan is 
flexible. I can add to it as my pay in¬ 
creases and my responsibilities change.

KNOW YOUR STORE 


WINNIPEG STORE RADIO'BEAMS' 

By INGA GISLASON 


“The Hudson’s Bay Company, Your 
Store of Shopping Satisfaction presents 
your Bay Shopping Reporter!” 

With this introduction, the popular ‘Bay 
Shopping Reporter” radio program over 
CKRC — with up-to-the-minute Shopping 
news is ‘beamed’ into hundreds of homes 
in rural and urban Manitoba at 11.15 a.m. 
daily, except Sunday. 

This is one of four Bay-sponsored radio 
programs that are broadcast daily at 
various times from 7.30 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Owing to these programs being ‘aired’ 
either during store hours or while em¬ 
ployees are on their way to, or from work, 
comparatively few ever hear these broad¬ 
casts and consequently have a meagre 
knowledge of the store’s radio advertising 
activities. 

All four programs publicize store mer¬ 
chandise and services and function as a 
valuable supplement to newspaper adver¬ 
tising. In case of publicizing urgent mes¬ 
sages and events, perishable merchandise 
and so forth, radio serves to great advan¬ 
tage and is used for this purpose very 
extensively. All radio material is prepared 
in the Advertising Office, then submitted 
to radio scriptwriters for radio presentation. 
In order to get better acquainted with how 
the store advertises ‘over the air waves’ 
here is a brief outline of each of our four 
radio programs: 

CKRC —Started in May 1943 featuring a 
5-minute newscast at 7.30-7.35 daily with 
a 1-minute commercial before and after 
the news. 

CKRC SHOPPING REPORTER — A 

15-minute broadcast, first “aired” in No¬ 
vember 1945. A chatty, informal type 
of program is form of a dialogue — 
a male and female voice featuring ’’Doro¬ 
thy Hudson” the Bay Shopping Reporter 
who keeps her listeners informed on 
“What’s new at the Bay”. Miss “Hudson” 
visits the store each morning for material 
for these broadcasts and features three de¬ 
partments daily. 
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CJOB NEWSCASTS —Begun in Novem¬ 
ber 1947 a 5-minute newscast. It is broad¬ 
cast at 2 p.m. daily with a 1-minute com¬ 
mercial before and after the news. 

CKSB NEWSCASTS —This broadcast goes 
back to 1947—a daily newscast at 6 p.m. 
with a 1-minute commercial before and 
after the news. Broadcast in French over 
the French-speaking station in St. Boni¬ 
face, Manitoba. 

COMMUNITY CLUB PROGRAM— The 

store in co-operation with Community 
Clubs of Greater Winnipeg, sponsors a 
weekly half hour program from September 
until March, ‘beamed’ to Teeners and Ju¬ 
niors. Except for a brief commercial, this 
broadcast features news of Community 
Clubs’ activities and presents talented local 
vocalists and instrumentalists. At the end 
of the season, the store awards a ‘talent 
trophy’ and prizes for the best performers 
during the season. 

OUR CHRISTMAS CHOIR — Singing a 
program of carols from the mezzanine 
steps on the Main Floor of the store has 
been heard over the air for the past 17 
Yuletide seasons. Year by year this pro¬ 
gram gains in popularity and listener 
appeal.
